For  the  last  time  during  the  present  term,  Delta  Gamma

The  present  term  is  nearing  its  end.  We  are  on  the  last 
month;  it  is  dig,  dig,  dig,  to  prepare  for  those  exams.,  which  start 
the  first  week  in  May,  and,  while  we  all  meet  them  with  confi- 
dence, we  will  be  glad  when  they  are  things  of  the  past.

To  our  sister  Chapters  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  Kappa  Alpha 
once  more  sends  her  heartiest  greetings,  hoping  that  the  course 
of  events  since  our  last  letter  has  been  as  favorable  to  all  the 
Chapters  as  it  has  been  to  us 

We  observed  in  the  last  letter  from  Alpha  Chapter  that  the 
author  was  tired  of  writing  the  same  old  stoiy  of  college  and 
athletic   honors,  and  longed  for   something  new.     We  hope,  how- 
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ever,  that  "  Baby  Kappa  Alpha  "  will  be  pardoned  for  her  delight 
in  these  trifles,  because  they  are  as  yet  comparatively  new  to  her. 

After  the  installation  of  our  Chapter,  we  began  looking 
about  us  for  new  men.  We  have  been  very  cautious,  however, 
for  we  have  initiated  only  three  as  yet,  though  we  have  two 
more  pledged.  These  new  brothers  are,  indeed,  "  picked  men," 
of  whom  we  expect  much  in  the  future.  They  have  already 
proved  themselves  well  worthy  of  the  pin  they  wear.  Their 
names,  Roy  S.  Moore,  Eugene  E.  Myers,  and  Ezra  C.  Talmadge, 
are  already  well  known  among  Syracuse  students.  Brother 
Moore,  who  is  a  Junior,  shows  versatility  in  that  he  is  both  an 
orator  and  a  foot- ball  player.  Brother  Myers,  since  joining  us, 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  board  which  has  charge  of  the 
University  Annual  for  next  year.  This  is  a  high  honor,  as  the 
board  consists  of  only  eight  persons,  and  the  Engineering  Col- 
lege, in  which  Brother  Myers  was  elected,  is  allowed  only  one 
member. 

When  the  great  International  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation Convention  was  held  at  Nashville,  in  March,  twenty-five 
students  were  sent  as  delegates  by  our  University  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Brother  Perkins  was  one  of  the  prominent  members  of  the  dele- 
gation. Upon  his  return,  he,  with  one  or  two  others,  was  invited 
to  address  the  students  upon  his  experiences  in  the  "  Sunny 
South." 

Brother  Chester  succeeded  in  qualifying  for  the  Chancellor's 
oratorical  contest,  which  will  take  place  the  latter  part  of  May. 
He  is  also  on  the  dramatic  caste  which  is  soon  to  produce  Shake- 
speare's "Macbeth."  The  play  will  be  staged  in  one  of  the  first- 
class  theatres  here  in  Syracuse. 

We  have  been  on  the  look-out  for  a  Chapter  house  all  the 
spring,  and  have  considered  several  propositions,  but  have  come 
to  no  decision  as  yet. 

We  are  fast  learning  the  art  of  parliamentary  debating  in 
the  midnight  sessions  which  we  sometimes  find  necessary  in 
order  to  discuss  house  propositions.  We  hope  soon  to  see  a  satis- 
factory end  to  this  period  of  suspense. 
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Brothers  Griffin  and  Patterson,  our  President  and  Vice-Pres- 
ident, respectively,  were  confined  to  the  house  with  mumps  dur- 
ing two  or  three  long  weeks  in  March.  Both  are  entirely  recov- 
ered now.  They  no  longer  look  so  ferocious  since  their  jaws 
have  assumed  normal  proportions. 

One  of  the  correspondents  in  the  last  Journal  spoke  of 
exchanging  college  flags  with  other  Chapters  of  the  Fraternity. 
We  would  be  delighted  to  do  this,  because  we  want  a  flag  from 
each  Chapter.  These  flags  would  go  a  long  way  toward  decora- 
ting our  halls,  and  would  be  greatly  prized  by  all  of  us.  The 
Chapter  in  Colorado  is  the  only  one  that  has  exchanged  flags 
with  us  as  yet.

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Fraternity  vs.  President  Smith* 

The  conditions  existent  at  Ohio  Northern  University  are  of 
vital  interest  to  the  Greek  Letter  world.  President  Smith  seems 
determined  to  attempt  to  drive  Fraternities  from  the  institution. 
Those  represented  are  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 
As  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  is  not  one  of  the  general  Fraternities,  the 
fight  rests  almost  entirely  upon  the  shoulders  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon. 

We  are  a  peaceful,  law-abiding  organization,  one  of  our  objects 
being  to  observe  the  rules  and  regulations  of  those  institutions  at 
which  our  Chapters  are  located.  From  the  report  given  by  our 
Chapter,  none  of  the  rules  of  this  institution  has  been  violated. 
Our  members  are  not  of  bad  repute  in  the  town  where  the  insti- 
tution is  located,  so  we  feel  that  it  devolves  upon  us  to  defend 
them  against  the  unwarrantable  criticisms  contained  in  the  utter- 
.ances  of  President  Smith. 

President  Smith,  we  understand,  is  a  religious  man,  claiming 
to  have  received  the  "  second  blessing."  Therefore,  we  take  occa- 
sion to  reproduce  a  few  extracts  from  some  of  his  speeches,  which 
could  in  nowise  coincide  with  either  religion  or  good  citizenship. 
For  instance,  in  regard  to  young  men  frequenting  the  rooms  of 
young  women  until  after  midnight,  he  says:  "A  certain  young 
man  of  the  school,  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  similar  offences, 
told  me  that  he  would  not  for  a  minute  permit  his  sister  to  attend 
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this  University.  I  have  no  sister,  but,  if  I  had,  any  man  that  dared 
to  lift  his  hand  toward  her  that  would  in  any  way  reflect  on  her 
character,  I  know  he  would  never  live  to  do  anything  against  any 
other  person." 

Although  we  agree  with  President  Smith  upon  this  subject, 
yet  we  consider  it  rather  anarchistic  to  threaten  the  life  of  even 
so  reprehensible  a  person  as  the  one  he  describes. 

In  another  speech  regarding  Fraternities,  he  says  :  "  Even 
down  at  Delaware  the  students  have  established  a  Chapter  house. 
I  have  never  been  able  to  own  a  home,  and  I  am  forty-four.  Now 
how  is  a  bunch  of  kids,  calling  themselves  a  Greek  Letter  Frater- 
nity, going  to  have  a  Chapter  house,  banquets,  &c,  when  they  are 
no  better  than  I  am  ?  " 

We  cannot  feel  that  any  particular  honor  is  due  President 
Smith  because  he  does  not  own  a  house  ;  on  the  contrary,  we 
deplore  this  as  his  misfortune.  Suffice  this  slight  comment  upon 
President  Smith's  somewhat  illogical  boast  of  a  deficiency  of 
real  estate,  let  us  resume  the  subject  of  his  speeches.  In  the 
same  one  from  which  we  have  just  quoted,  he  goes  on  to  say  that 
"  On  economic  reasons  we  oppose  Fraternities.  I  boarded  here 
several  weeks  on  the  $2.00  plan,  and  counted  seventeen  different 
kinds  of  food  on  the  table,  which 'is  enough  for  any  man.  A  good 
part  of  the  Fraternity  men  go  down  to  the  restaurant  and  pay 
$3.00  a  week." 

Is  President  Smith  so  blind  as  to  think  that  these  same  men 
would  board  at  the  table  he  is  interested  in  if  they  were  not 
Fraternity  men  ?  Is  it  any  affair  of  President  Smith's  if  a  student 
pays  over  two  dollars  a  week  for  his  board  ?  Having  received 
the  "second  blessing,"  President  Smith  may  imagine  that  he  is 
infallible.  We  have  not  been  so  fortunate  as  to  receive  this  spir- 
itual panacea  against  sins  of  the  flesh,  so  must  rely  upon  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  demand  for  our  brothers 
the  rights  therein  enumerated.  For  the  edification  of  the  college 
world  in  general,  we  should  like  to  reproduce  President  Smith's 
speeches  in  full,  but  our  space  will  not  permit.  The  few  quota- 
tions used,  however,  will  enable  one  to  measure  the  gentleman's 
scholastic  attainments  and  intellectual  sensibilities. 
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Should  the  faculty  of  the  Ohio  Northern  University  decide 
that  we  must  withdraw,  it,  of  course,  remains  but  for  us  to 
comply  with  the  decision ;  but  we  do  trust  that  before  a 
decision  is  reached  we  may  have  an  opportunity  of  submit- 
ting our  argument  for  continuance,  which,  in  the  minds  of  all 
reasonable  persons,  must  meet  with  distinct  approval. 


The  Conclave. 


One  of  the  most  notable  gatherings  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Fraternity  men  ever  held  in  this  country  was  that  which  assem- 
bled at  Philadelphia  on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  April  16th  and 
17th,  to  attend  the  Third  Annual  Conclave.  Delegates  from  every 
section  of  the  United  States  heeded  the  call  of  the  Grand  Officers, 
and  partook  of  the  hospitality  of  the  "  Quaker  City  "  /raters. 

The  meetings  of  the  Conclave  were  held  in  the  Chapter 
house  of  Delta  Beta  Chapter,  261  south  Tenth  street.  The 
brothers  of  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  were  ever  solicitous  of 
the  welfare  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  nothing 
was  left  undone  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  latter. 

Although  the  number  of  representatives  was  not  large,  yet 
wit  and  wisdom  were  abundant  and  of  rare  quality.  In  taking 
a  general  survey  of  the  delegates,  it  might  be  truthfully  said  that 
one  might  search  long  and  well  and  yet  not  find  their  equal  in 
noble  college  manhood.  The  amount  of  work  done  by  them  dur- 
ing the  two  days'  session  is  nothing  short  of  marvelous.  The 
results  are  here  set  forth. 

The  majority  of  the  delegates  arrived  Monday  morning,  and 
by  noon  the  halls  re-echoed  with  the  jolly  banter  which  only 
Fraternity  men  know  how  to  give  and  take  in  the  proper  spirit. 
At  3  o'clock  the  delegates  assembled  in  the  rear  hall  of  the  Chap- 
ter home,  and  were  called  to  order  by  Brother  W.  L.  Phillips, 
of  Alpha  Chapter,  in  the  absence  of  Grand  President  Oliver. 
Brother  N".  R.  Cooney,  of  Theta  Alpha,  was  unanimously  chosen 
chairman  pro  tern. 
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Led  by  Brother  James  B.  Webster,  of  Alpha  Chapter,  the 
delegates  asked  for  Divine  guidance  throughout  all  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  body. 

The  minutes  of  the  Conclave  of  1905  were  read  and  approved. 
A  discussion  of  the  new  ritual  was  taken  up,  with  good  results. 
It  was  found  to  be  the  sense  of  the  Fraternity  at  large  to  abolish, 
as  much  as  possible,  all  "  outside  horse-play,"  and  to  concentrate 
all  efforts  towards  making  the  initiation  very  impressive,  and 
one  which  will  linger  long  in  the  memory  of  the  initiate. 

The  Charter  Committee  reported  that  they  had  abandoned 
the  campaign  for  new  Chapters  for  the  present,  and  would  con- 
centrate their  energy  towards  strengthening  existing  Chapters. 
They  recommended  the  withdrawal  of  charters  from  Delta 
Alpha  (Washington  and  Jefferson), and  Z eta  Alpha  (Sub  Rosa), 
and  Gamma  (Roanoke  College). 

The  committee  also  reported  the  installation  of  a  new  Chap- 
ter, Kappa  Alpha,  at  Syracuse  University,  on  February  1,  1906, 
and  of  Epsilon,  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  Lexington, 
Va.,  on  March  30th. 

The  Constitution  Committee  reported  many  important 
changes,  which  were  adoptad. 

The  charters  were  withdrawn  from  Zeta  Alpha,  on  account 
of  the  decision  to  have  no  more  sub  rosa  Chapters ;  from 
Delta  Alpha  Chapter  (Washington  and  Jefferson),  the  members 
having  voluntarily  withdrawn  on  account  of  internal  strife,  and 
from  Gamma  Chapter   (Roanoke),  on  account  of  inactivity. 

The  morning  of  the  second  day  of  the  session  was  devoted 
to  work  in  the  committees,  and  the  Grand  Council  did  not  assem- 
ble until  2 :  45  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  report  of  the  Audit- 
ing Committee  was  given,  and  showed  the  Fraternity  to  be  in  good 
financial  condition. 

The  election  of  officers,  which  followed,  resulted  thus  :  Grand 

President,  N.  R.  Cooney    (Theta  Alpha),  Kenton,  Ohio;   Grand 

Vice-President,  Clyde  VerBeck  (Theta  Beta),  Washington,  D.  C. ; 

Grand    Secretary,   James  B.  Webster  (Alpha),  Richuiond,  Va.  ; 

Grand  Treasurer,  J.  C.  Griffin  (Kappa  Alpha),  Syracuse,  N.  Y.; 
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Grand  Historian,  A.  S.  Jones  (Delta  Beta),  Philadelphia,  Pa.; 
Guard,  C.  R.  McKinney  (Delta  Gamma),  Pittsburg,  Pa.;  Editor 
of  The  Journal,  W.  L.  Phillips,  Richmond,  Va. ;  members  of 
Charter  Committee,  Grand  President,  Grand  Secretary,  and  W.  L. 
Phillips. 

The  next  half  hour  was  devoted  to  the  secret  work,  which 
was  conducted  by  James  B.  Webster  (Alpha).  After  the  reading 
and  adoption  of  the  minutes  of  the  Conclave,  final  adjournment 
was  taken  at  6:45  o'clock,  and  the  Third  Annual  Conclave  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  had  passed  into  history. 

In  the  evening  the  members  of  Delta  Beta  Chapter  gave  an 
informal  "smoker"  in  honor  of  their  guests.  The  house  was 
beautifully  decorated  with  college  emblems  and  pennants,  while 
the  "  heart "  surmounted  all.  No  one  was  allowed  to  hunger  or 
thirst,  for  a  bountiful  supply  of  refreshments  had  been  secured 
and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  guests  in  the  basement  dining- 
room.  On  the  main  floor,  those  present  were  entertained  with 
music  by  the  Chapter  orchestra.  And  while  the  fragrant  wreaths 
of  tobacco  smoke  wafted  hither  and  thither,  stories  of  college 
life  went  from  lip  to  lip,  and  now  and  then  a  college  song  or  yell 
broke  forth  to  further  enliven  the  occasion.  Many  of  the  honorary 
members  of  Delta  Beta  were  present,  among  whom  were  some  of 
the  prominent  physicians  of  the  city,  and  also  of  the  college 
faculty.  The  merry-making  was  broken  up  at  a  late  hour  by  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  delegates  were  forced  to  catch  trains  that 
night,  which  carried  them  back  to  their  more  unfortunate  brethren 
who  were  not  privileged  to  enjoy  the  occasion.  But  each  departed 
with  the  determination  that  the  coming  year  shall  be  the  brightest 
in  the  history  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 


The  Installation  at  Purdue  University. 

On  March  15th  Iota  Alpha  Chapter  was  formally  estab- 
lished at  Purdue  University,  located  at  LaFayette,  on  the  banks 
of  the  far-famed  Wabash,  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  installation 
being  conducted  by  Dr.  Deacon,  of  the  Chicago  Chapter,   who 
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journeyed  to  LaFayette  to  represent  the  Fraternity's  central 
governing  body  on  the  occasion.  The  Chapter  at  Purdue  rents 
their  house,  but  the  installation  banquet  was  held  at  the 
"  Hotel  Lahr."  This  brought  out  a  full  attendance  of  all  members 
and  spikes,  Brother  Barnum,  who  was  unavoidably  absent,  be- 
ing the  sole  exception. 

The  faculty  of  Purdue  University  was  represented  in  the 
persons  of  Dr.  T.  F.  Moran  and  Professor  Ernst.  Dr.  Moran,  in 
responding  to  the  toast,  "  Fraternity  Life  in  College,"  dwelt  on 
the  fact  that  Fraternities  were  necessary  to  the  life  of  any  college  ; 
that  the  college  man  ought  to  be  an  opportunist  and  should  be 
thoroughly  versatile.  In  his  opinion,  Fraternities  can  do  a  great 
deal  for  the  student  that  the  universities  cannot  do.  He  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  judging  from  the  present  status  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  at  his  University,  and  his  personal  knowledge 
of  the  calibre  of  its  members  at  Purdue,  Iota  Alpha  should 
be  the  leading  Fraternity  Chapter  there. 

Professor  Ernst,  in  responding  to  the  toast,  "  Fraternities  in 
Purdue,"  dwelt  on  the  great  labor  expended  by  charter  members 
in  seeking  to  establish  Chapters  of  any  Fraternity.  He  stated 
there  were  now  twelve  Fraternities  at  this  University,  and  that 
their  mission  did  not  end  with  college  life,  but  stood  for  all  that 
was  noble  and  worthy  also  after  graduation. 

Speaking  on  the  subject,  "  Our  Chapter,"  Brother  Sprau,  as 
its  presiding  officer,  admonished  the  brothers  to  always  endeavor 
to  keep  up  the  high  standing  which  the  Fraternity  now  enjoyed, 
to  cultivate  fraternal  feeling,  and  to  see  to  it  that  good-fellowship 
always  was  in  the  ascendant. 

Brother  Voight,  on  "  The  Coming  Year,"  dwelt  on  the  pro- 
spects, aims,  and  ambitions  of  the  coming  year.  Brother  Ulrich 
gave  a  brief  history  of  the  primary  organization,  "The  Inn,"  into 
the  full-fledged  Iota  Alpha  Chapter.  Brother  Rutledge,  speaking 
on  "As  Others  See  Us,"  and  Brother  McNair,  on  "  Our  Spikes," 
made  some  happy  points  in  the  course  of  their  addresses. 

Brother  F.  S.  Robbins  was  toast-master  on  the  occasion,  and 
left  nothing  to  be  desired  in  his  introduction  of  the  various 
speakers  and  comments  on  the  addresses. 
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Brother  Deacon,  being  called  upon  for  some  remarks  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  toasts,  responded  by  expressing  delight  at  the 
prospects  of  Iota  Alpha  Chapter,  dwelling  on  the  fraternal 
feeling  existing  among  its  members,  and  also  the  evident  good 
feeling  that  exists  between  the  Fraternities  at  Purdue  University. 
He  hoped  snobs  or  snobbery  would  never  find  a  way  here.  He 
commended  to  the  Chapter's  favorable  and  early  consideration 
the  organization  of  its  alumni,  in  order  to  keep  them  in  touch  with 
active  members. 

Iota  Alpha  is  moving  into  more  commodious  quarters  for  the 
coming  college  year.  Their  membership  is  made  up  of  just  the 
right  material.  Their  officers  perform  properly  and  promptly 
the  several  duties  falling  within  their  respective  spheres.  There 
are  no  personal  bickerings  and  narrow  questionings  of  each  other's 
motives.  All  seem  imbued  with  the  common  resolve  to  do  the 
best,  each  one  according  to  his  ability  and  opportunity,  for  the 
interests  of  the  Fraternity.  There  is  no  reasonable  doubt  but 
that  in  a  little  time  Iota  Alpha  will  be  one  of  the  banner  Chap- 
ters of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

In  our  last  issue  we  touched  on  an  article  by  Editor  Baird, 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  concerning  the  Chapter  Treasurer's  duties.  It 
may  help  some  Chapters  to  solve  their  financial  problems  to  know 
of  the  experiences  of  others,  hence  we  quote  the  following  edi- 
torial from  the  April  number  of  Beta    Theta  Pi : 

The  editorial  in  the  last  number  of  the  magazine  concerning 
the  Chapter  Treasurer  and  his  duties  has  elicited  a  number  of 
recitals  of  a  Treasurer's  trials  One  of  our  veteran  alumni  writes 
us  as  follows  about  the  experience  of  his  Chapter  : 

"  Your  editorial  this  month  on  the  troubles  of  the  Chapter 
Treasurer  suggests  the  narration  of  a  bit  of  experience. 

"  Some  years  ago  my  Chapter  was  in  something  like  the  con- 
dition you  picture,  though  not  quite  so  bad,  and  it  seemed  impos- 
sible to  improve  it.  The  members  put  the  Treasurer  off  with 
fair  or  funny  words,  when  they  did  not  take  on  an  air  of  indig- 
nation. The  office  of  Treasurer  became  unpopular.  Often  the 
best  men  would  not  take  it,  and  the  bills  and  accounts  receivable 
in  the  ledger  kept  steadily  increasing.  The  situation  was  quite 
intolerable.  Finally,  after  much  consideration  by  the  Chapter 
and  alumni,  a  House  Committee  was  established,  composed  of 
the  President,  Treasurer,  one  other  active  member,  and  three 
graduates  appointed  by  the  President.  Then  a  by-law  was 
passed  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  each  month  tlie  Treasurer 
should  read  the  list  of  those  members  who  were  in  arrears,  and 
that  the  name  of  any  member  who,  at  the  end  of  a  week,  was 
still  indebted  to  the  Chapter  for  more  than  five  dollars,  should 
again  be  read  by  the  Treasurer  in  Chapter  meeting,  and  by  that 
act  he  became  suspended  from  the  Chapter,  unless  meantime  he 
had  given  security  to  the  House  Committee,  or  had  secured  from 
it  a  suspension  of  the  by-law  in  his  case  for  a  stated  period  of 
time. 

"  This  was  about  five  years  ago.  The  system  prior  to  that 
time  had  been  so  lax  that  it  was  difficult  at  first  to  put  the  by- 
law into  rigid  operation. 
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"  Some  of  the  members  highly  valued  the  credit  they  used  to 
force  the  Chapter  to  give  them.  Some  needed  it.  Some  seemed 
to  think  the  committee  had  a  personal  motive  in  enforcing  the 
rule.  A  few  seemed  to  think  the  plan  would  gradually  fail,  as 
the  prior  system  of  fines  had  failed.  But  affection  for  a  bad 
habit  seemed  to  be  the  greatest  obstacle  the  committee  had  to 
contend  with. 

"  Fortunately,  the  committee  was  composed  of  discreet  and 
persistent  people.  They  did  not  insist  on  too  rigid  an  infliction 
of  penalties  at  first,  but  they  stuck  to  it,  accepting  excuses  with 
more  and  more  reluctance  and  gaining  the  support  of  those  who 
were  not  "on  the  books,"  until  now,  without  ever  having  actu- 
ally suspended  a  member,  the  Chapter  has  reached  a  state  where 
the  dues  are  practically  paid  each  month.  And,  whereas  formerly 
it  was  painful  to  all  concerned  to  hold  a  bed  of  justice,  it  is  now 
rarely  so. 

"The  net  result  is  that  the  Chapter  can  calculate  its  income  at 
the  beginning  of  each  year,  with  an  assurance  that  it  will  come 
in ;  and,  by  connoting  its  expenses  in  former  years  under  each 
head,  making  a  small  allowance  for  withdrawals  and  expected 
outlays,  it  comes  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  without  debt  and 
usually  with  a  little  profit. 

"  This  result  was  achieved  by  the  support  of  the  Chapter  and 
the  persistent  work  of  the  committee.  I  do  not  see  why  any 
Chapter  may  not  do  the  same,  if  it  persists.  Any  Chapter  that 
tries  it  and  succeeds  may  be  assured  of  sweeter  conditions  in  the 
Chapter,  and  that  the  energy  it  now  expends  in  collecting  dues 
and  dodging  creditors  may  be  used  to  advantage  in  its  proper 
work." 

Just  as  we  had  sent  the  foregoing  to  the  printer,  Ave  came 
across  the  following  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  which  points 
a  moral,  if  it  does  not  adorn  a  tale : 

"Frank  O.  Lowden  (Iowa  '85),  the  lawyer,  of  Chicago,  who 
made  such  a  fight  for  the  Republican  nomination  for  Governor 
of  Illinois  a  year  ago,  was  elected  to  a  Greek  Letter  Fraternity 
when  he  first  went  to  college,  and  made  Treasurer  of  the  Chap- 
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ter.  At  the  end  of  his  first  term  as  Treasurer  there  was  a  deficit 
of  $247,  which  Lovvden  paid.  '  We  want  you  to  be  Treasurer 
again,  Frank,'  the  members  of  his  Fraternity  said  to  him  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Sophomore  year.  Lowden  considered  the 
proposition  with  a  good  deal  of  care.  '  All  right,'  he  answered 
finally.  «  I  will  serve  again  as  Treasurer  if  the  society  will  give 
a  bond  to  me.'  " 


The  rushing  season  will  be  on  again  before  another  issue  of 
the  Journal  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  brothers,  hence  this 
note  of  encouragement  and  timely  advice  from  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  Quarterly,  in  Beta  Theta  Pi  Journal : 

"  Sometimes  a  Chapter  is  much  depressed  over  the  loss  of  a 
man  to  a  rival  Fraternity.  If  this  has  been  a  much-rushed  Fresh- 
man the  depression  is  almost  anguish,  and  if  there  have  been  a 
number  of  Fraternities  after  the  fellow  the  losers  are  very  apt  to 
sympathize  with  each  other.  It  is  the  opinion  of  an  old  Frater- 
nity man — that  is,  of  one  who  has  been  a  close  observer  of  Fra- 
ternities and  Fraternity  men — that  the  much-sought-for  and  much- 
rushed  man  frequently  makes  a  very  poor  Fraternity  man.  The 
best-dressed  Freshman  often  develops  least  in  his  progress 
toward  Senior  rank.  The  men  who  really  do  things,  who  really 
stand  for  something,  who  really  are  a  credit  to  their  alma  mater 
and  their  Chapter,  are  often  the  plainest  and  most  unsophisticated 
Freshmen.  In  George  Ade's  '  College  Widow  '  is  depicted  a 
character  which  is  founded  on  fact.  Bub  is  often  seen  around  a 
college  campus  each  fall.  The  fact  that  he  is  such  in  his  Fresh- 
man year  should  not  overshadow  his  true  worth  or  his  desira- 
bility as  a  Fraternity  man  in  his  Junior  year.  We  know  a  Chap- 
ter which  for  some  years  has  with  profit  taken  men  from  the 
Junior  and  Senior  classes  each  spring.  Is  there  no  one  in  your 
institution  to-day  you  can  get,  and  thus  be  mutually  helped  ?  " 


The  following  clipping  from  Beta  Theta  Pi  gives  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  cause  to  feel  thankful  that  such  a  ban,  even  though  it 
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may  be  of  slight  consequence,  does  not  rest  on  our  young  sister, 
Iota  Alpha : 

"  Phi  Kappa  Si  has  established  Chapters  at  Purdue  and  the 
University  of  Chicago.  At  the  former  place  the  Faculty  has 
refused  the  Chapter  recognition,  on  account  of  the  over-crowded 
Fraternity  situation.  Whether  the  Chapter  will  seriously  mind 
the  alleged  prohibition  is  doubtful.  The  lessons  of  the  old 
'  Purdue  case  '  have  probably  not  been  forgotten." 


Those  who  attended  the  Conclave  at  Philadelphia  will 
remember  that  while  we  were  there  the  city  was  celebrating  the 
200th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 

In  this  connection,  remembering  some  of  the  things  that 
were  brought  before  the  delegates  at  that  time,  we  cannot  refrain 
from  mentioning  the  response  to  the  toast,  "A  True  Fraternity 
Man,"  by  Rev.  Henry  R.  Rose,  of  Newark,  N.  J.  He  speaks  of 
Franklin's  work  for  the  Masonic  Order  as  being  very  signifi- 
cant ;  then  says,  "  If  Franklin  were  living  to-day  he  would  be  a 
Delta  Tau  Delta,  of  course  !  "  The  grounds  upon  which  he 
bases  his  statement  justify  us  in  saying  also  that  he  would  be  a 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  for  the  chief  characteristics  of  Franklin's 
life,  which  he  emphasizes,  are  held  before  every  Sigma  Phi  Epsi- 
lon.    Mr.  Rose  says  : 

"  Franklin,  for  instance,  believed  that  the  public  service  was 
the  highest  good.  Fraternity,  beginning  with  the  Masons,  did 
not  end  with  the  Masons  ;  he  had  a  fraternal  spirit  toward  all 
men.  He  felt  that  he  was  in  the  world  to  improve  it.  Indeed, 
he  said  :  '  What  is  the  noblest  question  in  the  world  ?  What 
good  can  I  do  in  it?'  In  writing  to  his  mother,  these  were  his 
significant  words  :  4  When  I  am  gone,  I  would  rather  have  it 
said  of  me  that  I  lived  usefully  than  that  I  died  rich.'" 

And  again  : 

"  If  the  men  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  will  come  forth  from  their 
Chapters  and  take  their  places  in  every  city,  in  the  spirit  of 
Franklin,  graft  will   be   unknown  a   hundred  years  from  now. 
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Instead  of  being  a  grafter,  Franklin  was  a  generous  giver.  He 
turned  his  salary  back  again  into  the  city  treasury  for  civic 
improvements.  He  could  do  this,  because  he  was  independently 
wealthy  at  forty-eight  from   successful  business  enterprise." 

The  highest  honor  that  can   fall   to   the  lot  of  man  is   the 
opportunity  to  do  the  greatest  good  for  humanity. 


The  first  editorial  of  The  Delta  Tan  Delia  Rainbow,  on  the 
efforts  Mr.  L.  E.  Drummond,  of  New  York  City,  a  member  of 
Phi  Delta  Theta,  in  securing  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  the 
lower  house  of  the  New  York  Legislature  to  exempt  Chapter 
houses  from  taxation,  expresses  exactly  the  writer's  views  upon 
the  matter.  The  first  thought,  on  reading  the  heading  of  this 
editorial,  was  class  legislation,  clear  and  simple.      The  bill  reads  : 

"That  any  part,  parcel,  or  tract  of  land,  not  exceeding  one 
acre,  and  the  improvement  thereon,  and  all  personal  property, 
owned  by  any  Greek  Letter  Fraternity,  which  is  connected  with 
any  college,  university,  or  other  institution  of  learning,  and 
which  is  used  exclusively  by  such  Greek  Letter  Fraternity  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  such  organizations,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation." 

Mr.  Rogers  says : 

"We  are  asked  to  give  this  matter  the  widest  publicity  in 
our  power  and  to  urge  its  enactment.  Despite  the  fact  that 
similar  laws  have  already  been  passed  in  two  States,  we,  per- 
sonally, cannot  but  strongly  disapprove  of  all  such  movements. 
We  believe  exemption  from  taxation  for  Chapter  houses  is  an 
unjust  favor  for  Fraternities  to  ask  ;  and,  furthermore,  that  it  is 
directly  against  their  own  best  interests. 

*********** 

"  College  Fraternities  are  not  entitled  to  taxation  exemption 

for  their  Chapter  houses  by  any  logical  or  fair  argument.      And 

in  these  days  of  graft,  of  tax  evasion,  and  Government  robbery,  it 

little  becomes  organizations  with  the  high  ideals  of  Greek  Letter 

Fraternities  to  join  buch  company.     Every  college  man  isreceiv- 
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ing  in  the  instruction  and  advantages  offered  by  his  college  many 
times  the  value  of  his  tuition,  and  he  should  remember  that  a 
part  of  this  is  made  possible  by  the  exemption  of  colleges  from 
taxation — in  the  case  of  State  Universities  by  a  direct  tax  on  the 
citizens  at  large.  With  so  much  given  him  free  by  the  Common- 
wealth, it  is  not  the  part  of  a  Fraternity  man  to  evade  a  just 
charge  on  property  which  only  ministers  to  his  own  personal  ad- 
vantage and  pleasure.  The  Fraternity  should,  above  all,  produce 
good  citizens  ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  good  citizen  to  bear 
his  legitimate  share  in  supporting  the  Government  whose  benefits 
he  enjoys. 

"  The  danger  to  any  republic  is  the  creation  of  classes  and  the 
endeavor  of  any  class  to  secure  special  privileges  or  immunities. 
Such  action  as  we  are  discussing  is  directly  in  this  line,  and  in 
time  Fraternities  would  suffer  from  their  own  greed.  They  are 
already  the  objects  of  enough  envy,  distrust,  and  unjust  persecu- 
tion, without  their  voluntarily  placing  a  real  argument  in  the 
mouths  of  their  detractors  and  supplying  a  merited  grievance 
for  the  solace  of  the  envious.  Fraternities  have  justly  resented 
the  laws  aiming  at  their  extinction,  introduced  by  some  dis- 
gruntled member  of  the  hay-seed  legislature,  of  various  of  our 
States  at  almost  every  session.  While  opposing  unjust  legisla- 
tion of  this  nature  aimed  against  us,  we  can  hardly  consistently 
seek  for  legislation  in  our  favor  equally  unjust  and  unfair.  All 
we  ask  of  the  laws  is  a  fair  deal,  and  from  State  Legislatures 
4  hands  off.'  " 


In  regard  to  Alumni  Chapters  The  Rainbovi  editor  says : 
"  The  prime  advantage  of  an  Alumni  Chapter  will  always  be  for 
its  own  members.  The  social  and  fraternal  intercourse  it  pro- 
vides, the  tangible  link  it  is  with  the  national  Fraternity,  and  the 
medium  for  mutual  help  and  advancement  it  offers." 

It  looks  like  a  great  deal  of  useless  labor  to  organize  and 
direct  an  Alumni  Chapter.  Man  is  prone  to  consider  his  per- 
sonal interests  first.      When  the  alumni  come  to  realize  the  per- 
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sonal  advantage  to  each  man  who  gives  some  time  and  energy  to 
the  organization  of  an  Alumni  Chapter,  the  advantage  to  the 
Fraternity  at  large  goes  almost  without  saying. 


The  Pierson  Tragedy — A  Remedy* 

In  view  of  matters  discussed  at  the  last  Conclave,  it  seems 
worth  while  to  quote  the  following  editorial  from  Sigma  Nu 
Delta : 

We  have  elsewhere  given  a  full  account  of  the  Pierson 
tragedy,  and  expressed  our  sympathy  with  all  connected  with  that 
sad  affair.  To  obviate  a  repetition  of  such  cases,  we  propose  a 
remedy.  Of  the  seven  deaths  discussed  by  one  article,  it  should 
be  noted  that,  though  two  have  occurred  in  Kappa  Alpha  and  two 
in  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  three  occurred  in  other  Fraternities,  and 
still  others  have  been  accused  of  more  or  less  serious  accidents. 
All  Fraternities  are  open  to  these  disasters,  and  if  there  were  a 
Pan- Hellenic  board  of  any  sort,  we  should  present  our  remedy  to 
such  a  body  for  adoption.  One  each  of  the  K.  A.  and  D.  K.  E. 
deaths  occurred  after  dark,  out  in  the  country.  Both  the  other 
of  their  two  fatalities  occurred  in  broad  daylight,  Kappa  Alpha's 
again  in  the  country,  D.  K.  E's.  on  a  city  street  (New  Haven). 
It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  neither  in  city  nor  country,  in  either 
daylight  or  dark,  can  safety  be  assured.  And  in  all  these  four 
cases  the  fatality  (assuming  the  Fraternities'  statements  to  be 
correct)  were  not  due  to  anything  done  by  the  Fraternity 
members. 

"  In  one  case  the  neophyte  slipped  down  a  bluff  accidentally  ; 
in  another  fell  into  a  ditch  and  was  drowned ;  in  another  was  hit 
by  the  pole  of  a  passing  wagon,  and  in  the  last  struck  by  a  pass- 
ing train.  Daylight  or  dark,  Ohio,  New  York,  or  Connecticut, 
all  died ! 

"  The  first  lesson,  then,  should  be  that  under  no  circum- 
stances should  any  part  or  any  concomitant  act  of  any  Fraternity 
initiation  ever  take  place  outside  the  Chapter  hall.  In  the  Chap- 
ter hall  the  members  know  their   ground.     They   also  all   know 
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where  the  candidate  is,  what  he  is  doing,  what  may  be  happening 
to  him.  If  he  is  to  be  killed,  they  will  have  to  do  the  killing, 
and  they  will  know  just  how  it  happened,  and  that  they  are  to 
blame. 

"The  second  lesson  taught  by  these  seven  deaths  is  that,  since 
three  deaths  occurred  as  the  result  of  violence  in  Chapter  halls, 
not  immediately,  but  resultantly,  one  being  a  leg  injury,  resulting 
in  septic  inflammation  and  death ;  another  being  heart  failure, 
due  to  effects  on  a  weak  heart  of  dope  and  general  violence,  no 
violence  should  ever  be  permitted,  for  no  one  knows  what  the 
effect  may  be  on  the  candidate,  and  accidents  are  always  liable  to 
occur. 

"  A  third  set  of  factors  should  also  be  considered,  even  if 
no  serious  physical  effects  occurred.  These  farce  initiations  take 
up  valuable  time ;  they  interfere  with  the  regular  initiatory  cere- 
monies ;  they  are  not  either  ethically  or  mentally  uplifting,  but 
in  both  cases  are  quite  the  contrary.  On  their  own  lack  of  merit, 
because  of  their  inherent  worthlessness  and  injurious  qualities, 
farce  initiations  should  not  be  tolerated  in  any  high-idealed,  self- 
respecting  Fraternity  Chapter. 

"  There  is  still  a  fourth  class  of  objections,  based  on  policy 
and  reputation,  which  also  condemn  farce  initiations,  but  they 
are  so  self-evident  to  any  thinking  man  as  to  require  no  more 
than  mention. 

Having  specified  the  lessons  from  the  deaths  detailed,  and 
briefly  discussed  the  subject  of  farce  initiations  themselves,  we 
herewith   present  our  f emedy.     It  is  as  follows : 

"  (1)  Let  every  Fraternity  Chapter  immediately  vote  on  and 
adopt  and  enforce  the  following  resolutions : 

"  (a)  No  part  of  any  initiation  of  members  into  this  Frater- 
nity shall  occur  outside  of  our  Fraternity  hall,  and  this  shall 
include  all  preliminaries,  and  all  subsequent  acts  which  the  candi- 
date for  initiation  shall  have  any  reason  to  think  or  to  suspect 
are  a  part  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  his  initiation 
into  our  Fraternity. 

"  (b)  During  or  in  any  way  connected    with   initiations  into 
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our  Fraternity,  all  "  horse- play,"  violence,  rough,  ridiculous,  or 
humiliating  treatment  of  a  candidate,  and  the  use  of  anything 
which  contains  an  element  of  injury  or  possibility  of  danger  to 
the  person  being  initiated,  are  positively  and  forever  forbidden. 
"  (c)  We  do  not  believe  recklessness  is  a  virtue,  nor  that  the 
ability  to  derive  pleasure  from  a  friend's  misery  is  evidence  of  a 
very  high  state  of  mental  or  moral  development. 

'  The  joy  which  does  not  spring  from  joy, 
Which  I  in  others  see, 
How  can  I  venture  to  employ 
Or  find  it  joy  for  me? ' 

u  (d)  Besides  the  danger  and  mental  and  soul  hurtfulness  of 
farce  initiations,  they  take  our  time,  interfere  with  the  due  effect 
of  our  ritual,  and  give  Fraternities  an  evil  reputation.  And  as 
these  evils  are  not  confined  to  our  own  Chapter,  and  as  when  in- 
dulged in  by  other  Chapters  they  react  injuriously  on  our  own 
influence  and  reputation,  we  urge  upon  our  national  officers  and 
our  next  national  convention  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of 
suitable  laws  forbidding  forever  and  effectively  all  farce  initiation 
work  in  our  Fraternity. 

"  (2)  Let  every  national  body,  as  soon  as  possible,  in  effec- 
tive legal  manner,  adopt  laws  forbidding  farce  initiation  work  of 
any  and  all  kinds. 

"With  Chapters  and  national  conventions  adopting  these 
resolutions,  and  living  up  to  them,  the  remedy  for  the  present 
situation  will  be  complete."

"  Chicago,  April  13. — Representatives  of  eight  universities 
met  here  to-day  and  organized  a  new  Greek  Letter  college  Fra- 
ternity, to  be  composed  of  those  who  have  acquitted  themselves 
creditably  in  oratory  and  debate  at  inter-collegiate  contests.  Un- 
dergraduates as  well  as  alumni  will  be  eligible  for  membership. 

"  It  is  intended  to  make  the  society  national  in  character  and 
form  Chapters  in  all  universities.      The  universities  represented 
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at  the  opening  session  of  the  conference  were  Nebraska,  Wis- 
consin, Illinois,  Chicago,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  and. North- 
western. 

"Professor  T.  C.  Trueblood,  of  Michigan,  presided  at  the 
meeting.  E.  E.  McDermott  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee which  is  to  draft  the  by-laws  and  constitution  of  the  new 
Fraternity,  as  well  as  select  a  name  for  it."
